ATHY WOMAN KILLED

The Mission has its own turf 
scheme. Supplies come from a bog 
Arm oi nearly two years ago. 


iveries are made to the people 


every week. Deliveries will be made 
every day with the coming of 
Christmas, The people must be 
warmed. 

Clothing. In some countries there 
is plenty of money, but no coupons. 


In this country there are plenty of 


coupons, but the poor. have no money.
